New  Calendar 
Adds  Holidays 

A revision  of  the  1961-62  cal- 
endar which  will  provide  an  addi- 
tional day  between  semesters  and 
completion  of  second  semester 
one  week  earlier  has  been  an- 
nounced by  the  University  Ad- 
ministration. 

The  changes  were  announced 
in  a letter  by  Dr.  Earl  C.  Crock- 
ett to  all  faculty  members,  which 
included  a new  calendar  page  to 
be  glued  into  the  current  cata- 
log. 

Dr.  Crockett  explained  that  the 
decision  was  reached  after  the 
Deans’  Council  and  Administra- 
tive Council  considered  a student- 
body  request  for  a spring  vaca- 
tion. 

The  new  schedule  calls  for 
first  semester  examinations  to 
run  Jan.  27  to  Feb.  1 instead  of 
Jan.  29  to  Feb.  2.  Second  semes- 
ter registration  remains  on  Feb. 
5 and  6. 

Also  spring  commencement  is 
slated  Friday,  May  25,  instead  of 
Friday,  June  1. 


Alumni  House  Rises 

The  new  Alumni  House  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly  and  is  expected 
to  be  complete  before  or  soon 
after  the  opening  of  first  semes- 
ter. It  is  located  on  the  brow  of 
the  hill  near  the  north  entrance 
of  campus  overlooking  the  Hela- 
man  Halls  and  the  baseball  dia- 
mond. It  will  serve  as  reception 
center  and  headquarters  for 
80,000  BYU  alumni  located  in 
every  state  and  many  foreign 
countries. 

Foundations  are  being  poured 
for  the  new  Y Student  Center, 
which  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
union  buildings  in  United'  States. 
Architect  Fred  Markham  says  it 
will  contain  287,000  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  It  will  require 
three  years  to  build. 

Two  blocks  north  of  BYU  cam- 
pus, work  has  started  on  a hous- 
ing project  for  married  students. 
It  will  provide  462  apartments  in 
24  buildings. 

Fall  activity  on  the  Provo 
campus  will  get  under  way  early 
in  September.  First  of  all,  of 
course,  the  football  team,  re- 
built into  a single-wing  machine 
by  new  coach  Hal  Mitchell,  will 
start  workouts  Sept.  1. 

Officers  Set  Meet 

Then  several  hundred  student 
oficers  will  return  for  a Student 
Leadership  Conference  at  Jack- 
son  Lodge,  Sept.  9-11,  and  the 
enlarged  faculty  will  hold  its 
pre-school  workshop  Sept.  11,  12. 

Freshmen  and  new  sopho- 
mores will  undergo  four  days  of 
orientation  and  testing  Sept.  12- 
15  while  most  of  the  faculty  at- 
tends the  Utah  Conference  on 
Higher  Education  at  Utah  State 
University,  Sept.  14,  15. 

Registration  in  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse  will  be  con- 
ducted Sept.  16,  18,  19,  and 
classes  get  underway  Sept.  20. 

With  increased  calls  by  the 
armed  services  and  an  accelerat- 
ed misionary  program  by  the 
Church,  officials  cannot  predict 
enrollments  accurately.  However, 
they  feel  the  registration  will 
compare  favorably  with  last 
autumn,  when  a record  of  10,336 
students  enrolled. 

Approximately  70  new  faculty 
members  have  been  appointed  to 
handle  increased  academic  pro- 
grams at  BYU  and  to  replace 
teachers  on  leave.

The  new  Library,  which  even- 
tually will  contain  a million 
volumes,  is  the  largest  library  in 
Utah  and  one  of  the  largest  in 
western  United  States.  It  con- 
tains 205,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space  on  five  floors,  two  of  them 
underground.  Each  ‘floor  of  more 
than  40,000  square  feet,  contains 
more  space  tnan  the  entire  old 
Heber  J.  Grant  Library.

From  this 
basin,  the  water  tumbles  over  an  eight-foot  drop  across  nearly  the  length  of  the  build- 
ing. Colored  lights  illuminate  the  founta  n at  night.

The  new  Alumni  House  is  progressing  rapidly  and  will  be  ready  for  operation  for  the 
first  semester.  Dedication  ceremonies  are  planned  early  in  the  school  year.  The  build- 
ing will  serve  as  reception  center  and  business  headquarters  for  BYU  alumni  who  are 
in  every  state  and  many  foreign  countries. 


Entrance  to  the  new  Administration  building  presents 
an  impressive  design  in  line.  The  building  is  built  in  an 
X-shape  and  is  finished  inside  in  blue  mosaic  columns, 
planters,  cantelever  stairs,  and  most  modern  equipment. 


A tremendous  hole  has  been  excavated  and  footings  are 
being  poured  for  the  new  Y Student  Center,  which  will 
require  three  years  to  build.  There  will  be  three  stories 
in  tfie  building  itself,  topped  by  a three  story  glass 
tower.  It  will  house  student  offices  and  activities,  ball- 
room, cateferia,  bookstore,  etc. 


This  is  a model  of  one  of  the  complexes  of  buildings  now  being  constructed  to  house 
married  students  near  BYU.  The  developm  nt  will  include  462  apartments  in  24  build- 
ings. The  village  will  cover  27  acres  and  will  include  ample  parking,  lawns,  and  play- 
grounds.

New  Loop  Begins  1962 


Although  little  has  been  said 
in  recent  weeks  about  the  new 
athletic  conference,  behind-the- 
scenes  work  on  the  formation  of 
a new  league  is  believed  progres- 
sing on  schedule. 

If  all  goes  as  planned,  the 
six  schools  mentioned  in  the 
alignment  will  be  able  to  swing 
into  organized  competition  in 
most  sports  by  the  start  of  the 
1962  school  year. 

Breakup  of  the  old  Skyline 
Conference  was  officially  an- 
nounced June  11,  when  repre- 
sentatives from  the  member 
schools  met  in  Salt  Lake  City 
and  unanimously  agreed  to  dis- 
solve the  Mountain  States  Athlet- 
ic Conference. 

The  old  Skyline  loop  will  dis- 
band June  1,  1962  and  the  tar- 
get date  for  the  start  of  the  new 
conference,  which  remains  name- 
less, is  tentatively  set  for  short- 
ly thereafter. 

The  six  scchools  involved  are 
BYU,  Utah,  Wyoming  and  New 
Mexico  from  the  Skyline;  and 
Arizona  State  from  the  Border 
Conference. 


Now  that  the  bonds  have  been 
broken,  the  course  of  direction 
for  the  other  Skyline  schools  re- 
mains uncertain. 

Colorado  State  and  Utah  State 
have  indicated  they  would  like  to 
join  the  new  conference.  The 
Utah  Aggies  have  made  formal 
application  for  entry  into  the 
league,  but  no  official  action  has 
yet  been  taken.

Meanwhile,  the  eight  schools  in 
the  Skyline  await  a final  year  of 
competition.  Utah  State  and 
Wyoming,  the  co-champions  in 
football  last  fall,  appear  to  be 
the  teams  to  beat  for  the  title, 
and  Utah  still  figures  as  the  num- 
ber one  candidate  in  basketball. 

BYU’s  track  team  will  be  shoot- 
ing for  its  eighth  straight  con- 
ference title,  and  the  Cougars  will ' 
also  be  a power  in  baseball.
